Montreal.—After two days of dis- 
cussion, which at times became some- 
what sensational, the Great War Vet- 


erans’ association of Canada, at their 
fourth annual convention here, agreed 
on and adopted a definite bonus plan 
which fixes a maximum of $2,500 and 
2 minimum of $1,000, subject to no 
deductions and payable to 100 per cent 
of the Canadian forces. The cash re- 
establishment bonus is based on an 
additional $1 per diem for the total 
period of their enlistment to men who 


have seen service on a belligerent 
@tront.. 
It is also asked that dependents 


of fallen soldiers or their beneficiaries 

should receive equitable compensation 

in the form of a Jump sum, cash bon- 

ren : us, not to be less than the amount 
the soldier would have received had 
he returned at the date of the armis- 
tice. 

Finally, the government ‘is asked 
to deal with the matter at the present 
session of parliament in view of the 
many and serious difficulties confront- 
ing the returned soldiers in their en- 
deavours to become re-established. 
The cost of the proposed bonus would 
be approximately $215,000,000.
